1. PURSUANT TO AMB. SCALES MEETING WITH ZAMBIAN PERMREP 
BANDA (USUN 5900), BANDA CONVEYED OUR SUGGESTIONS TO OTHER 
AFRICANS REGARDING DESIRABILITY OF A NON-DETAILED DRAFT RES 
ON NAMIBIA, WHICH WOULD NOT REFER TO CHAPTER VII LANGUAGE. 
BANDA NOW HAS COME BACK TO US TO ASK WHETHER WE WOULD 
WISH TO DISCUSS SPECIFIC LANGUAGE WHICH COULD PROVE 
MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE. 

2. BRITISH ALREADY HAVE BEEN DRAFTING GENERAL ELEMENTS 
FOR INCLUSION IN A RES. THEY AND FRENCH WISH TO WORK 
CLOSELY WITH US DURING UPCOMING DEBATE. WE SUGGEST THAT 
DEPARTMENT AGREE THAT WE DISCUSS WITH BRITISH AND FRENCH 
SPECIFIC ELEMENTS WHICH WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO THE 
THREE OF US, THEN SIT DOWN WITH BANDA, BRITISH, AND 
FRENCH AND SEE WHAT KIND OF DRAFT WE CAN AGREE TO 
TIMING, OBVIOUSLY, IS OF THE ESSENCE SINCE, AS 
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ON NAMIBIA NOW SCHEDULED DECEMBER 16 AND AFRICAN GAME 
PLAN IS TO TABLE RES AT OUTSET. 
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
